Public Hearing Oct. 15 
On House Delegate Vacancy

Contenders for Charles “Buzz” Ryan's seat in the 
House of Delegates will make presentations at a public 
hearing on Thursday, October 15, at 7 p.m, at the Glenn 
Dale Golf Club on Prospect Hill Road. Candidates will ap¬ 
pear before the 23rd Legislative District's elected officials — 
State Senator Leo Green, Delegates Joan Pitkin and Mary 
Conroy — and three Prince Georges County Democratic 
Central Committee members who represent the District — 
Thomas X. White, Virginia Burnett and Don Beach.

It was standing room only 
at the Septemebr 24 meeting 
of Greenbelt Homes, Inc. It 
soon became apparent that 
this was due to the inclusion 
on the agenda of several sub¬ 
lease requests and one addi¬ 
tion request. Other agenda 
topics included replacement 
financing for the larger 
homes, the first presentation 
of the 1993 budget, and a 
proposed needs survey. Re¬ 
lease of GHI salary figures 
was a topic added to the a- 
genda. 

Member Requests 

A member in 1 Court Garden¬ 
way requested permission to 
erect a two-story garden-side 
addition. The roof line would be 
higher than the existing roof 
line, contrary to GHI require¬ 
ments. Although two such excep¬ 
tions to the roof line policy exist 
(including one from prior to the 
passage of the policy), the board 
v&t&a against, allowing this ex¬ 
ception. A member of the Archi¬ 
tecture and Environment Com¬ 
mittee met with the GHI mem¬ 
ber during the meeting and re¬ 
turned with a proposal for the 
addition that would meet guide¬ 
lines- Later in the meeting, the 
board approved this new pro¬ 
posal. 

Three members then came for¬ 
ward requesting permission to 
lease their homes for 12 months 
—the maximum that GHI cur¬ 
rently allows. Two of the homes 
have been on the market for 
more than six months, which is 
the minimum period of time that 
they must be actively on the 
market for GHI to allow them 
to be rented. The third home 
involved an unusual situation 
where the unit was sold but GHI 
did not approve the applicants. 
All three requests were approv¬ 
ed. Director Wayne Williams 
expressed concern that GHI is 
allowing people to rent their 
homes just because they want 
to move. Board President Ray 
McCawley indicated that the 
GHI criteria for trying to sell 
the homes had been met. 

Larger Homes Refinancing 

Staff has been seeking to pre¬ 
pay a 1986 loan at National 
Cooperative Bank for rehabili¬ 
tation of the 29 larger homes. 
Citizens Bank of Maryland has 
agreed to a loan at a very com¬ 
petitive rate that would be se¬ 
cured not by real estate but by 
nine certificates of deposit that 
would be redeemable successive¬ 
ly at the end of each of the 
following nine years. The board 
voted to accept the proposal and 
execute the loan. 

1993 Budget 

Ron Colton, general manager, 
presented the first reading of 
the 1993 budget. He also men¬ 
tioned possible projects that GHI 


could undertake next year if 
funds are available. These include 
bringing rest rooms in the ad¬ 
ministration building up to stan¬ 
dards with the Americans with 
Disabilities Act, cleaning vinyl 
siding on homes, expanding the 
pace of the frame porch and roof 
replacement, building L-shaped 
enclosures around the electric 
meters on the frame home end 
units. The projects that the 
board members indicate the most 
interest in will be fleshed out 
and presented in detail at an¬ 
other meeting. 

Not all of the budget detail 
was available at this meeting, 
but Colton emphasized selected 
areas. Good news was that sev¬ 
eral years of favorable loss ra¬ 
tios for the corporation have re¬ 
sulted in decreases in the amount 
budgeted for insurance. Bad 
news was that increases in the 
selling prices of homes, com¬ 
bined with a change in tax 
structure, indicate that real es¬ 
tate taxes will be up substan¬ 
tially next year. The increase 
would average $10 per unit per 
month. Board member Keith Ja- 
hoda indicated that by knowing 
the size of the increase, we might 
choose to cut back in some other 
area of the budget. Colton indi¬ 
cated that an appeal of the tax 
increase has been filed but he 
is not hopeful of a large de¬ 
crease. 

Needs Survey 

GHI is planning to conduct a 
survey of individual and com¬ 
munity-wide needs. The board 
reviewed a second draft of the 
proposed questionnaire. Addi¬ 
tional comments were provided 
to Jill Hudson, management an¬ 
alyst with GHI. 

Salary Issue 

At midnight, the board began 
discussion of access to employee 
salaries that has been discussed 
at recent meetings. Board Direc¬ 
tor Carole Levin is seeking ac¬ 
cess to individual salary infor¬ 
mation to undertake her board 
duties as specified in the bylaws, 
“Monitor the finances of the cor¬ 
poration and operating results 
of its business.” Board Direc-

tor Alan Freas stated that the 
board, as a whole, has rights and 
responsibilities that are not nec¬ 
essarily passed down to individ¬ 
ual directors. Director Margaret 
Hogensen replied that she takes 
her role as board member very 
seriously and feels that it is up 
to the General Manager to run 
the operations. 

President Ray McCawley later 
explained to the News Review 
that GHI board policy has main¬ 
tained that the salary or wage 
information of a specific em¬ 
ployee is part of that person’s 
personnel record and that Board 
members do not have access to 
personnel records. 

A member in the audience de¬ 
manded to see the written per¬ 
sonnel policy and wage tables. 
The board indicated there was 
such a policy but did not stop 
the meeting to make it available 
to him. Former board member 
Nat Shinderman referred to all 
the work that has gone into pro¬ 
ducing a personnel policy and 
into setting wage scales, compar¬ 
ing local wages, etc. over the 
years. Director Donald Comis in¬ 
dicated that the personnel pol¬ 
icy is in the GHI board of direc¬ 
tors materials, but there appear¬ 
ed to be no wage scales includ¬ 
ed. The board turned down the 
request by Levin for access to 
salary records, with most newer 
board members voting for the 
access and most veteran mem¬ 
bers voting against access. 

Levin then proposed a motion 
that the president obtain a writ¬ 
ten legal opinion from an inde¬ 
pendent attorney regarding a 
director’s right to data. Discus¬ 
sion continued past 1 a.m., at 
which point this reporter had to 
leave. The motion, however, did 
not pass. 

GSC Schedules 
Annual Meeting 

The next annual meeting of 
the Greenbelt Consumer Coop¬ 
erative (GOC) is scheduled for 
Saturday, October 31, in the 
Meeting Room of the Greenbelt 
Library at 10:15 a.m. The agenda 
includes updates for both the 
supermarket and the service 
station as well as the election 
of two directors. Both incum¬ 
bents—Tom Lamm on s and Joe 
Timer—are seeking re-election. 
Any other member interested in 
serving as a director should con¬ 
tact Mike Burchiek (474-6587) 
or Paul Rail (441-1153) by Oc¬ 
tober 15. 

Another item on the agenda 
is a progress report on the sen¬ 
ior housing effort and a related 
loan (up to $50,000) that the 
housing committee will request 
of GOC. The last annual meet¬ 
ing was recessed when the mem¬ 
bership was not ready to vote 
on this issue because of insuf¬ 
ficient information.

The appointee will serve until 
the general elections in 1994.

Greenbelters contending for 
Ryan’s seat are: City Council 
members Antoinette “Toni” Bram 
and Edward Putens, Roberta 
“Bcbbi” McCarthy and Adrian 
Gardner. 

White, who was considering 
running, said he decided not to 
be a candidate after considering 
the various consequences to his 
family and his career responsi¬ 
bilities.

The vacancy in the House 
delegation results from the re¬ 
cently announced resignation of 
Delegate Charles J. Ryan, who 
accepted a position as vice- 
president for governmental af¬ 
fairs for the University of Mary¬ 
land Medical System. Ryan’s 
resignation was effective Sep¬ 
tember 30. Under state law. the 
Central Committee must recom¬ 
mend a name to the governor 
within 30 days or else he has 
sole discretion over who is ap¬ 
pointed.

Anyone who becomes ill or is 
called out of the county within 
seven days prior to any election, 
should call the Election Office 
to inquire whether or not he/she 
qualifies for an emergency ab¬ 
sentee ballot.

Di¬ 
rector Levin made a motion ask¬ 
ing that the president request 
the manager to make available 
to her the salaries of GHI em¬ 
ployees. Directors Williams, Ho- 
gensen. Fre&s, Dietch, and Hess 
voted against the motion, there¬ 
by denying her access to infor¬ 
mation needed for her to fulfill 
her responsibilities as described 
by the bylaws of the corporation. 

As a director she is required 
to manage the property, business 
and affairs of the corporation. 
Obviously Director Levin cannot 
fulfill her responsibility to the 
membership while other directors 
are deliberately denying her ac¬ 
cess to information necessary for 
her to do so. Most members are 
aware of the boards reluctance 
to divulge individual salaries to 
the membership. 

What has occurred at this past 
board meeting is completely dif¬ 
ferent and the implications are 
much more serious. Not only has 
access to this information been 
denied to membership but now 
to one of their elected represent¬ 
atives. The information needed to 
perform the duties of a director is 
not restricted to the board mem¬

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Flu Shots Urged 

Seven in ten older Americans 
are leaving themselves open to 
a physical assault that could put 
them flat on their backs or even 
kill them. Influenza, a contagi¬ 
ous lung disease which affects 
more than 5 million seniors an¬ 
nually, can lead to serious health 
problems and sometimes death. 

Lung disease is the third lead¬ 
ing cause of death in America, 
and flu is a significant reason 
why. With money raised from 
its Christmas Seal campaign, 
the American Lung Association 
of Maryland is mounting a major 
flu prevention campaign this 
year, 

“We want everyone to know 
that the optimal period to re¬ 
ceive a flu shot is between Oc¬ 
tober 15 and November 15, be¬ 
fore the peak of the flu season/* 
said E. James Britt, M.D., 
spokesperson for the lAtLAM. 
“Despite common misconception, 
the vaccine is safe and does not 
cause a mild case of influenza/* 

Dr. Britt urges people to take 
advantage of flu shots being of¬ 
fered at their local health de¬ 
partments or by their personal 
physicians. 

“No one is naturally immune 
to the flu/* Dr. Britt said, “You 
could be walking around and 
passing it on to your friends and 
family and not even know you 
have it. The biggest problem is 
that you are most contagious 
even before any symptoms 
arise/* 

When they finally do appear, 
symptoms include fever, chills, 
weakness, loss of appetite, body 
aches, sneezing, and coughing. 
The disease, which starts in the 
respiratory system, caused 106.8 
million cases in 1990, resulting 
in 216-9 million sick bed days. 
Seniors accounted for 5.7 million 
cases of the flu in 1990. 

Besides senior citizens, others 
at high risk from the flu are 
those with chronic heart or lung 
disease, including children with 
asthma. Health care providers 
and employees of hospitals, chron¬ 
ic-care settings, and out-patient 
facilities who have contact with 
patients are also at high risk 
for getting and transmitting the 
flu. 

Those with an allergy to eggs 
should not take a flu shot since 
the vaccine is made of inactivated 
influenza virus derived from 
eggs. Others with acute feverish 
illnesses should not be vaccinated 
until their symptoms have sub¬ 
sided.

During the early morning 
hours of September 22, Lennon 
Alexander Peake, 20, was arrest¬ 
ed at 6118 Breezewood Court, 
Apartment 103, following the 
seizure from that address of a 
pound of marijuana, 3,000 hits 
of LSD, a quarter pound of hash¬ 
ish and various items of drug 
paraphernalia. Twenty-four hours 
later, Jonathan David Goldstein, 
39, was arrested at 56-C Crescent 
Road. Several hundred doses of 
LSD, a half-pound of psilocybin 
(hallucinogenic mushrooms), 17 
marijuana plants, precursor 
chemicals to make LSD, and 672 
dollars in U.S. currency were 
seized from his residence. Five 
additional search and seizure 
warrants, which had been issued 
pursuant to this same investiga¬ 
tion, were executed in suburban 
Maryland during the same 48- 
hour period. 

LSD (lysergic acid diethyla¬ 
mide) is the most potent hallu¬ 
cinogen available and still has 
a market on high school and col¬ 
lege campuses. It is sold in tab¬ 
lets, thin squares of gelatin

(“window panes”) or paper 
squares. Psilocybin is less potent 
than LSD, but has the same 
ability to create serious psy¬ 
choactive disturbances in the 
user. 

Peake remains incarcerated in 
lieu of a $10,000 bond and will 
return to court for a preliminary 
hearing on October 21. Goldstein 
was released under the supervis¬ 
ion of the county pre-trial release 
program on September 28. His 
preliminary hearing is scheduled 
for October 23. 

The CPMATF includes mem¬ 
bers of the Maryland State Po¬ 
lice Drug Enforcement Division, 
the Office of the State's Attor¬ 
ney for Prince Georges County, 
the University of Maryland Po¬ 
lice Department, the Greenbelt 
Police Department and the 
Laurel Police Department. CPM¬ 
ATF was assisted with these 
warrants by other divisions of 
the Maryland State Police and 
by the Maryland National Guard. 

The investigation continues as 
outstanding arrest warrants re¬ 
main unserved.

Atrium’s Early Bird Dinner 
- Plentiful Food al Fresco

Excellent ambiance and good food all at the right price 
is the capsule description of the Early Bird Dinner Specials 
at the Atrium Restaurant in the Greenbelt Marriott* On 
a number of occasions News Review staff members, who 
get together for dinner on Tuesday evenings prior to editing 
the copy for the paper, have dined at the restaurant. The 
only adverse happening we have to report is that the prices 
for most of these dinner specials were increased recently. 
Even so, we know of no other place in town where you can 
have a four course dinner at modest cost in as elegant an 
atmosphere. 


Early bird dinners begin with 
a go at the soup and salad bar 
—all you can eat. Soups change 
from day to day and have been 
quite tasty. We have been par¬ 
ticularly delighted with a cream 
of yellow corn chowder that we 
have had on more than one oc¬ 
casion. The salad bar is not near¬ 
ly as elaborate as those of some 
other area restaurants, but pro¬ 
vides a select variety of nice 
fresh fixings for a tossed salad 
plus a variety of pasta and meat 
salads. You can usually rely on 
there being a chicken salad and 
a tuna salad on the buffet table. 
On one occasion we enjoyed a 
delicious shrimp salad that we 
hope will someday be repeated. 
Also, there is always a plate or 
more of sliced fruit. One can 
easily make a meal of the soup 
and salad bar and, if you’re not 
careful, fail to leave room for 
the main course. 

There is a choice of six main 
courses, two beef, two chicken, 
one fish and meat loaf. The fish 
selection changes daily and fias 
been prepared in a variety of 
ways to the enjoyment of the 
staffers who have made that' 
their selection. Elaine always se¬ 
lects the Chicken Marsala, a 
Chicken breast cooked in a wine 
sauce, but always orders the 
sauce on the side, a request that 
is no problem for the chef. The 
other chicken dish is Stir Fried 
Chicken, which consists of a Chi¬ 
nese style dish of chicken pieces 
and vegetables cooked together* 
No one has yet tried the Prime 
Rib of Beef selection, but we 
would expect it to be the equal 
of other selections.

Broil is cooked to your desired 
degree of doneness and is topped 
with a tasty brown sauce. As is 
often the case with this cut of 
beef, the meat has good flavor 
but is a little on the tough side. 
The meat loaf is nicely seasoned 
and has little non-meat filler in 
it. I could be mistaken, but its 
gravy topping seemed to me to 
be the same as that used for the 
London Broil. There is nothing 
wrong with that, if it is indeed 
the case. 

For starch, you have a choice 
of baked,, mashed or French fried 
potatoes and rice. Mixed vege¬ 
tables, very lightly cooked, such 
as cauliflower, broccoli and car¬ 
rots also come with the meal. 
For me, I prefer my vegetables 
cooked to a greater degree of 
tenderness and I overheard one 
patron specifically requesting 
that the vegetables be longer 
cooked. However, Virginia finds 
the vegetables to be excellently 
prepared. To each, his or her 
own.
